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KANSAS CITY ABBREVIATED BOARD MINUTES 


October 11-12, 1990 Kansas City, MO. 


Meeting called to order by President Harry Dannals. All of the Board were present except Directors Chaffee and Meyer. General Manager Ted Heith- 
ecker, President Emeritus Leland Smith and Past Director Hammond were also in attendance. 


A moment of silence was held for those who became silent keys since the last meeting and especially Onie Woodward, W1ZEN and Dave Talley, 
WePF. 


The President read a letter of resignation from Director Meyer, W2GHK, who cited the pressure of his many activities. Action was taken by the Board 
to fill the vacancy. Walter Brink, W3WPY, was nominated by Wesley Randies and elected unanimously. 


The President's oral report supplemented his monthly letters to the Board. This report included comments concerning: the FCC's release of FCC 
General Docket #89-554 relating to WARC-92; the many articles appearing in the media conceming frequencies and their use; QCWA capaigns for 
election; QCWA presence at hamfests and conventions; area representation; the future of Amateur Radio and the QCWA's concern; on the air 
problems and the appointment of additional at-large members to the new Board committees. He also read a letter from ARRL Executive Vice 
President Sumner who acknowledged the QCWA plaque honoring Hiram Percy Maxim. 


The General Manager presented his report to the Board. His report included comment on new membership applications showing the new dues 
structure; preparation of the annuai Chapter Report which will show Sectretary and Treasurer and membership roster for each Chapter; printing and 
circulation of a new Chapter Manual for each Chapter; plans for coordination between the President and General Manager on Journal preparation and 
discussion of present and future plans relative to back-up of HQ data base files. 


The Secretary presented to the Board a brief report of his activities during the period. In addition to duties as set forth in the Director's Guide, the 
Secretary directed comments to the GM regarding the feasibility and desirability of off-site storage of data base files from HQ. Further discussion took 
place on the need for the tape backup. A motion was made by Director Walsh that HQ send a monthly copy of the membership data base on floppy 
discs to the Secretary and the motion passed. 


Treasurer Randies gave a financial report covering the first six months of 1990. The report provided a proposed budget for 1991 indicating a 9% rise. 
It was pointed out that operating costs had gone up considerably and that the cost of procucing the Journal also increased. The report concluded with 
the statement that QCWA is in a good financial position but expenditures must be watched carefully. 


Committee Reports: 


Reporting on Chapter Activities, Director Chariton explained that he was still pursuing inactive chapters - that it was very slow going, but he has heard 
from several Chapters and is monitoring their progress. He listed several Chapters that are now totally inactive. Director Walsh, as Auditing and 
Finance Chairman, discussed the 1991 budget submitted by Treasurer Randles and moved that it be approved. The motion carried. 


Vice President Winter discussed QCWA Recognition Awards. He cited a letter from Past Director Given in which she pointed out the need for a new 
group of awards of appreciation to recognize contributions of individuals and Chapters for contributing hours of volunteer service to QCWA. He said 
that these awards should continue to be made by routine action by the President and GM. It was indicated that twenty five (25) of these awards had 
been issued over the past year and a haif. 


Treasurer Randies gave a brief report on the 1991 QCWA Convention to be held at Canton, Ohio. (Note: A report had been presented to the Board 
earlier by John Edel, K8LBZ, the Canton Convention Chairman.) Mr. Randles also noted that no site has been selected for 1992. Several possible 
sites, such as Sacramento, Phoenix and El Paso were mentioned. Directors McCoy and Rickey will look into these possibilities, but all Board 
members were urged to check on possible locations to be presented to the Board next April. 


In the absence of Director Meyer, President Dannals presented the FCC Report forwarded to the Board. Highlights of Director Meyer's report related 
to the 220 MHz issue, the handicapped, No-Code and on-the-air conduct on nets and DXpeditions. 


As Chairman of the Constitution and By-Laws Committee, Vice President Winter presented a number of minor changes to the By-Laws which were 
designed to improve syntax, eliminate superfiuity and bring wording into conformity with past Board actions. Several changes were also made in the 
By-Laws dealing with Nominations and Elections to clarify scheduling of events. These changes will be published in a future issue of the Journal. 


The report of the Nominating Committee, capably chaired by Mike Orofino, W2KO, was presented, listing fourteen (14) candidates for the 1991 
Officers and Directors Election. In addition, several names have been submitted by petition. It was noted that nominations by the petition route 
remain open until the end of the year. The names of ali candidates will appear in our QCWA Journal. 


The Publicity Report prepared by Past Director Given was presented to the Board. It cited the fact that the QCWA column has been carried in 
Worldradio for seven years and will be continued with Ethel Smith, K4LMB, as the Columnist. The Board acknowledged the tremendous contributions 
to QOWA by Esther. 


KANSAS CITY ABBREVIATED BOARD MINUTES 


The Scholarship Report, provided by Hugh Turnbull, W3ABC, Chairman of the Scholarship Committee of the Foundation for Amateur Radio, was 
introduced. A total of seven QCWA Scholarship awards were made, including four Memorial and three Name Scholarships. Each award was in the 
amount of $750. Director Walsh moved that seven scholarships shall also be awarded at the same amount in 1991 and the motion carried. 


The Operating Activities Report, prepared by Blanche Randies, W4GXZ, from W1ZEN's file, was presented by Treasurer Randies. Rules and scoring 
for the QSO Party were discussed. Director Rickey presented a suggestion by K6SS that an additional QSO party be established which emphasizes 
Chapter participation. The suggestion was referred to the newly-established Membership Services and Activities committee for review. 


The report of the Audio Cassette Coordinator, Blanche Randies, W4GXZ, was presented by Treasurer Randles. The program continues to work 
excellently, serving many of our members. Publicity has continued in the Journal concerning the availability of cassettes to those requesting them. 


Director Meyer's 40th Anniversary Yearbook Report was presented by the President. Director Meyers stated that he will continue work on the 
Yearbook despite the untimely death of Dave Talley, W2PF, who had contributed heavily in the book's preparation. 


The QCWA Headquarters Contingency Report was presented by Director Kelleher. The proposed HQ tape and disk back-up program discussed at 
the Arpil meeting was reviewed and clarified. The program will continue as planned with tape back-up and periodic mailing of back-up disks to the 
Secretary. Additionally, plans are being made by the GM for off-site storage of duplicate sets of call books and financial records. Director Walsh 
moved the formal recognition of the above arrangements and the motion was passed unanimously. 


Director Kelleher reported on the QSL card program. He submitted several samples for Board comment. It was agreed that the samples show great 
possibility and Director Kelleher was urged to continue his work so that further material may be presented in April. 


The President announced that Presidential Awards will be presented to Armin Meyer, W3ACE; Dave Bell, W6AQ; Herb Gleed, W6FQ; and Noel 
Eaton, VE3CJ, for their outstanding contributions to Amateur Radio. 


The President discussed the revised standing committee structure, indicating that it meets ail the needs of the organization while further extending 
involvement to additional at-large members. The appointment of addition committee members will be coordinated with the Board prior to final notifica- 
tion. Director Rickey proposed that Ken Johnson, W6NKE, be appointed to the Publicity/Awards Committee. W6NKE will be appointed. Additional 
mempbers-at-large appointed during and following the meeting were: John Huntoon, W1RW,, to the Finance & Administration Committee and Leo 
Meyerson, WOGFQ, to the Scholarship Fund Committee. 


Director McCoy moved that the Board adopt a Resolution of Thanks to the Kansas City Convention Committee for their outstanding work in preparing 
activities. The motion passed unanimously. } 


The matter of multiple Chapter membership was discussed. After a lengthy discussion, it was agreed that no apparent problems exist with the 
present arrangement. However, the subject was referred to the Membership Services & Activities Committee for review. 


At this point, Leo Meyerson, WOGFQ, entered the meeting and presented Mr. Phillip C. Kwiatkowski, Executive Director of the Western Heritage 
Museum, Omaha, Nebraska. Mr. Kwiatkowski presented a slide presentation which very vividly showed the outstanding facilities existing at his 
museum. He then answered Board questions relating to equipment, preparations, antenna space, operating personnel, costs and overall space for 
QCWA. All questions were answered to the satisfaction of the Board which thanked Mr. Kwiatkowski for his presentation. It was moved by Director 
Backstrom that we accept the invitation offered by the Western Heritage Museum and that the President is directed to make arrangements for our 
participation. The motion carried unanimously. 


Past Director Hammond presented a report on International Activities, stating that there had been little change since April. He stated that he will 
continue to assist the President in contacts with our international members even though his formal involvement with the Board no longer exists. He 
was thanked for his valuable contribution to the organization.

I feel that I must comment on Mr. Winter's article (QCWA Journal, Vol 39, 
No. 3, p109 with reference to one sentence - ~.....1 doubt very much that 
ham participation in disaster is all that significant.” 


Mr. Winter obviously has not participated in ARES activities and provided 
emergency communications or else his memory is short. All he needs to 
do is read of ham participation in Hurricane Hugo or the flood disaster on 
the Ohio River to find out how important hams are in a disaster. Recently 
we have had three floods and a tornado in our county within a month. Our 
ARES group was active the whole time providing communications for the 
Red Cross disaster relief activities. Hundreds of hours of participation by 
ham radio. 


In our area, ARES has participated in exercises on terrorism with the 
County disaster team, preparing ourselves to take part whenever and 
however our services might be needed. 


Yes, Mr. Winter, there is a place for ham radio in a disaster. We provide 
valuable communications when normal channels fail or become over- 
loaded. It is vital that all hams be a part of their local ARES group and to 
be trained in communications under emergency conditions. - you don't 
have to be out on the flood dikes to be helpful - just being on the air from 
home and willing to handle messages or backup net control is vital too.

Thoughts about the Amateur Radio Service

Flexibility to change with the times is one aspect of amateur 
radio that most of us can handle. How to accommodate 
changing times is another matter entirely. The message 
received from many amateurs is clear: an apparent majority 
do not support the degree or rate of deregulation in amateur 
licensing that we have witnessed inthe past few years. On one 
hand, the FCC's rhetorical preambie to their no-code proposal 
states that amateur radio is a technical hobby. The reality 
suggests, however, that the Commission's idea of “technical” is 
not the same as it was 25 years ago. 


The Commissioners of the FCC, absorbed in commercial and 
marketing issues, simply do not appear truly knowledgeable of 
the purpose or history of amateur radio; recent rules changes 
have been delivered by their advisory branches. Thus, | 
believe, the major problem faced today is finding a means by 
which amateur radio can regain the high regard of the FCC 
Commissioners themsevies as a hobby worthy of their direct 
concern. In this regard, our mission as a technical learning 
ground comes to mind, and as implied in Part 97.1 itis a mission 
that would seem quite apart from instructing newcomers on 
how to use black-box appliances. But, Amateur Radio does not 
appear to be a high priority to the powers that be, so we must 
reach our goals via a vehicle that is important to the country. In 
that context, and given the proper conditions, amateur radio 
can serve to provide a strong foundation for the education of 
young people. Thus, the goal is to receive the approval of an 
FCC that recognizes amateur radio as a worthy tool in the 
national effort to attract youth to fundamental technology and 
the sciences, With a changing amateur radio, comes an 
immediate demand for clear headwork involving the means by 
which we Can survive as a service without compromising our 
traditions, integrity or reason for being. Actions based on a 
careful determination of facts and a scienetific approach to the 
problems of our hobby stand the best chance of success. 
Actions based on emotions or misinformation may result in hit 
or miss solutions as | believe to have frequently been the case 
inrecent years, Evident from the no-code debate, for example, 
is a belief we must play the “numbers game” with the Commis- 
sion. Actually, there are more amateurs today, and more 
amateurs per capita, than in any previous decade. Our real 
problem is attacting young people to carry on our traditions. 


Recent annual sales of amateur equipment totalled approxi- 
mately 150 milion dollars, compared with commercial equip- 
ment sales of 26,000 million dollars. Those following economic 
activities understand that the amateur market will (barring a 
personal radio sevice) always be significantly smaller than that 
of commercial interests which compete for our frequencies. 
Attempts to convince the FCC of our growing numbers in that 
context will, in my view, fail. We cannot compete at that level. 
Given this condition, it would seem apparent that education, not 
deregulation, Is in the best interests of both the country and our 


service, and we must, with haste, impart this message directly to 
the FCC Commissioners. Enlisting various outside agencies to 
bring their persuasive power to the fore, such as those involved in 
the national legislature, the military establishment and the techni- 
cal news media will help us in that effort. In this way we stand to 
gain a strong ally with those involved in the business of national 
education, and we strengthen our chances for more direct dia- 
logue with the Commissioners in the future. The focal point on 
education is a viable point and, with dedicated effort to reach the 
Commission, we can succeed. 


As for education itself, some currently find it fashionable to evoke 
the slemetary school system as a source of new amateurs. 
Equally important, as | see it, is a technical program that ensures 
all younsters will have a solid understanding of basic communica- 
tions fundamentals. Yet, at a time when the country pleads for 
increased numbers into science and technical vocation, there are 
some who seek to simplify entry into a hobby that was designed as 
a technical learning ground. Indeed, a no-code, no-theory license 
was proposed to the FCC this year. Given presenttrends, | believe 
it will be proposed again, and soon. It appears to me that the 
fundamental connecting link between amateurs of all ages and 
vocations, i.e., a bona fide interest in understanding the basics of 
communications, is eroding rapidly. 


For several years educators around the country have taken a first 
step in exposing youngsters to ham radio. Now it would seem 
appropriate as a national policy to move to the next step in 
providing youth with a solid understanding of what's happening at 
the ground level in science. Presently, it's not unusual to encoun- 
ter beginning amateurs, from Novice to Extra, lacking knowledge 
of fundamentals such as Ohm's Law. It's clear to me that existing 
FCC exams do not place a high priority on would-be amateurs to 
understand basics. “What is capacitance?”, for example, seems 
a far superior question to “what are the units of capacitance?” In 
my view, a resurrection of a strong technical foundation is needed, 
and educational task forces alone are not the answer if their goal 
is simply to prepare newcomers for existing amateur exams. If 
amateur radio is dying, it has, as | see it, little to do with a Morse 
Code requirement or the number of amateurs. We should rather 
be provided the opportunity to re-evaluate whether the present 
exam-by-rote structure is in the best interests of amateur radio; 
andto ask if relaxed standards might be causing us to ultimately fail 
in justifying our existence across the board as a technical hobby. 
Not very consoling words, but if there is a hobby that demands 
honesty in facing root causes of its problems, it is amateur radio. 
Failure to establish a challenging environment for youth while 
maintaining our unique status as a technical learning ground is 
certain to weaken any remaining leverage we may have with the 
FCC in the future. Indeed, the principles of incentive licensing are 
as valid now as they were 25 years ago.

Thanks for the copy of your letter to 
the QCWA Journal. I was trying to look 
at ham radio in something of the way 
of an outsider: not easy after 60 years 
enjoying the hobby. I had no intention 
of disparaging the members or activi- 
ties of ARES, While I have never been 
an active member, I am certainly con- 
versant with local activity and have, I 
think, an overall view as a former 
ARRL official. We will always have to 
contend with disaster. It seems to me 
that with improved governmental or- 
ganization and more widespread tech- 


nology, for example, cellular phones 
and HTss in lots of hands, the role of the 
amateur is exiguous. There is still a 
role for the amateur in emergency 
service particularly in the local area. 
Your own organization is outstanding 
in discipline and readiness. 


However, as implied by my short 
sentence, a lot of ham participation is 
of the “I want to get into the act” 
nature. In listening to HUGO TRAF- 
FIC, I was appalled by the interference 
(deliberate and otherwise), sloppy 
operating and general confusion. 
Amateur emergency operations to be 
effective need more than good will.

learns the code anyway. I would be will- 
ing to bet that if I gave a realistic 20 
WPM test to all present Extra Class 
licensees, less than half would pass. 


As for the rest of the exams - the 
present method is to memorize and 
take the test - it is just a question of 
endurance - sooner or later everyone 
could pass. 


I agree there is little need for VHF/ 
UHF operators to learn the Morse code. 
I also question the value of any kind of 
examination other than a short query 
on “Rules of the Road” - somewhat like 
taking a drivers test. As for technical 
ability - being able to hook one end of 
a ready-built coax line to a ready-built 
antenna and the other end to a ready- 
built transceiver - for 90% of the hams 
being licensed today that is as far as 
they will ever progress in amateur ra- 
dio.

Questions of this type 
demanded some knowledge of radio, 
not the ability to memorize go-no go 
questions. 


We had three license grades, A, B and 
C. Grade B and C could use any privi- 
lege of ham radio except 20 and 75 
meter phone. He could work CW on any 
band. After a year one could sit for an 
added exam (AM theory) and obtain a 
class A ticket. A simple system and it 
worked. 


Somewhere along the line someone 
figured the code should be 13 wpm, 10 
was too slow. Then we had to create a 
Novice exam at 5 wpm, since 13 was too 
fast. Then came incentive licensing, 
bands were chopped up into ridiculous 
segments with hams going through the 


‘musical chair routine”. The load be- 
came too great and the FCC squirmed 
out of the act leaving hams to fend for 
themselves, 


What am I driving at? Lets throw 
all this mickey mouse out the win- 
dow, go back to a simple send/ 
receive 10 wpm bonafide test and a 
simple, comprehensive exam for an 
amateur license with full privileges. 
Keep the present CW-Phone seg- 
ments but forget division of bands 
by license class, Communicator 
class? Sure, distinct call signs, same 
written test, no code test, privileges

malicious interference would only 
result in a “range war” in which no 
one wins. The one factor that ama- 
teurs possess is anonymity through 
non-identification. I would like to 
submit an idea which would utilize 
present day “State of the Art” com- 
ponents such as autocode (QST, 
September, 1990 pg 158). Each 
transmitter to be equipped to trans- 
mit an ID automatically, not only at 
the prescribed interval but with each 
transmission. 


In this manner direction-finding 
would be unnecessary, confronta- 
tion would be avoided and existing 
regulations, if applied, would end 
the trouble. Hopefully this might

EDITORIAL COMMENT; 


In a letter received from WB2EZG, published in this Journal, Page 147, 
several important thoughts have been expressed - and a few sacred cows 
threatened! We'd like to comment in those areas. We have received letters 
expressing dismay at our impressions of the importance of the amateur 
service in disaster episodes .. . .and stating that the amateur service is really 
the only radio service working in the public interest. The basis for this 
statement being that all other services work for a profit whereas the amateur 
service does not charge a penny for its efforts. The implication being that if 
a radio service makes a profit it is not working in the public interest. 


It might be well for us amateurs to review our status and our bases for ex- 
istence. Let us consider for a moment a contemporary situation - UPS, 
Federal Express, Airborne, etc.,.are all agencies serving the public with 
delivery of mail, parcels, etc. They are highly competitive, and have found 
that to reduce costs and improve service they must have superlative two-way 
radio with computer facilities in their delivery vehicles. They have asked for 
frequencies to make this possible. They have further asked for frequencies 
used by the amateur service. 


The amateur radio service has opposed the delivery services in their bid for 
frequencies. A part of our basis for opposition being that we operate in the 
public interest, particularly in emergency situations. I do not believe that we 
canassume that the half-million employees of the delivery services willagree 
that UPS, etal, are undeserving because they make money. Those employees 
would argue pretty loudly that UPS, et al, are providing a potent public 
service in the form of jobs to many thousands of people and that if amateur 
frequencies are needed to insure those jobs, then they will clamor to their con- 
gressional representatives to see to it that frequencies are available. A UPS 
employee, paid from profits made may indeed be a ham, purchasing equip- 
ment to use in the public interest in an emergency. Without the UPS profit he 
might not exist. 


Consider another matter. Have you noticed remarks in the press about 
family contact services. Thatis, there is thinking now that the field of personal 
beepers is just being opened. Thatimprovements and lowered cost will make 
it possible for every family to provide each child with a personal beeper. At 
any time a parent can contact his child witha message to call home and report 
where he/she is. The cost now is about $7 per month with outright purchase 
of units at under $100. Potential sales - -- millions! If this takes a hold as it 
appears possible, frequencies are going to be demanded, and authorized - 
whose frequencies? You guess! And, can we say they are not operating in the 
public interest and providing a public service, even if they do show a profit? 


The one field open for and begging help in the public interest arena is the field 

of educational assistance. We need (and have) bright minds who could be 
thinking constantly of ways and means by which amateur radio and electron- 
ics can be utilized to bring an awareness, interest and desire in our young 
people in their education - not only inOhm’s law, butin reading, geography, 
mathematics, science, music, the arts. This field of endeavor is standing there 
waiting for us, members of the amateur service, to come forward with ideas, 
with inspiration and encouragement to our young people preparing them- 
selves for life in the coming century - a world that can be bright beyond our 
dreams! Let's forget about fighting industry - let’s compete with them in 
areas in which we have expertise and experience - anarea in which wecan 
beat their pants off - areas in which work must be done with or without a 
profit - if we doit right we'll have our frequencies forced on us!

MORE CODE vs NO CODE

The battle of opinion still rages. Listening to comments on 
various ham nets, reading articles and personal contacts 
have raised questions in my mind: 


1. Many “no-code” proponents seem to be interested in 
computer science and its application in ham radio. These 
people must have spent many hours learning computer 
language, programming, etc., Obviously, it must require 
much mental exercise and learning effort to become com- 
petent in that fleld. Whey then, is the 5 wpm code 
requirement such an imposition? 


2. A friend of mine has a degree in computer science. He 
passed the Novice, Technician and General Class exams at 
one setting. He accepted the code element as part of the 
requirement to obtain a license. He considered this in the 
same light as the non-related subject he had to pass to get 
his science degree. Should we eliminate what some say is 
a non-related subject to make it easier to get a license? 


3, All educational programs require knowledge of history, 
sociology, art, music appreciation, etc., to pass. This is to 
give the student a broad understanding of the what, why, 
when and how of the world in relation to his/her major. 
The code is part of the history and art of communication. 
Why is it unreasonable to ask for such knowledge to be 
included in the requirements for a ham license? 


4, The amateur radio service is considered as a “trained 
pool of operators”, available in event of emergencies. A 


“Trained pool" implies operators who are capable of han- 
dling more than one mode of communication. It is a fact 
that when ail else fails, communication by CW can be 
made by touching two wires together under extreme 
conditions. When it might mean the difference between 
life and death in a critical, disaster situation, why elimi- 
nate the basic code requirement when it could have such 
significance. 


5. Many who favor the “no code” proposal insist that code 
is a dead issue. Anyone with a general coverage receiver 
can refute this claim. CW stations, merchant marine, gov- 
ernment, press, etc., are all still very active. The latest 
copy of the Maritime Radio Call Book, regardless of the 
GMDSS program, lists over twenty-five hundred coastal 
stations world wide that still maintain and use CW. 


6. Information recently received indicates that one of the 
world “Super Powers” has reverted to major use of HF CW 
in its communications. They've found that sophisticated 
satellite and computer systems are too vulnerable to inter- 
ference and destruction under war-time conditions. HF 
CW equipment is simple and easy to maintain. The “fist 
print” of an operator is much more desirable than elec- 
tronic sending from a security standpoint. 


Editors Note: This submission has been edited to save 
space, the authors points have been retained. While the 
die may be cast in the no-code entry exam for amateur 
licenses, the points raised herein are well taken and the 
authors admonishment that “A final opinion on any sub- 
Ject should be based on individual, in-depth thought and 
analysis before reaching your decision” is advice that we 
all need to consider, now and in the future.

Ihave read the QCWA filing in D90-55. This 
comment does not represent me. At a meet- 
ing of Chapter 66 on October 13, the over- 
whelming majority of members were opposed. 
It is clear that QOWA does not represent this 
Chapter. Since Chapter 66 is an average 
group in its thinking on the FCC Docket, it 
appears the QCWA Board is stating its own 
view rather than that of membership. 


The concern of this note is that there must 
be a better way of establishing an organiza- 
tion’s position than for 14 directors arguing 
about the collective sense of 11,000 mem- 
bers. 


What is a viable solution? One approach 
would make use of the Chapter organization. 
With about 150 chapters it should be easy to 
canvass all in a short time. This would be 
preferable to 14 directors dictating a position. 


More disturbing is that the QCWA position 
seems to have been cast in April, 1990. Why 
could this not have been known to member- 
ship for discussion and reasoned comment - 
through the Chapter system? Asking themto 
pick up such a load might change them from 
chowder and marching societies to respon- 
sible operating units in the national organiza- 
tion. | urge that chapter officers be contacted 
with news material and find out the real posi- 
tion of QOWA's 2% of the U.S. ham popula- 
tion might be.

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SECRETARY-TREASURER'S FORUM 


To those who have written, telephoned and sent amateur radiograms expressing your appreciation for these columns, my sincere thanks. 
Your interest, both in QCWA and in your chapter, help our organization to be strong and viable, as well as a very respected league 
representing experienced and tenured radio amateurs. 


When this series of articles commenced, I told our Editor that I hoped, after a few issues, a number of our readers would write and add 
suggestions and their comments about how things are done in their chapters. After all, what works for one chapter, may, with some 
changes, work equally well for another chapter. It is always possible that many chapters will be able to tailor a good idea to fit their 
particular situation. Our Editor and I wanted this space to serve as a FORUM--a place for EXCHANGE--to be used by all Secretaries and 
Treasurers, both to get help when needed, and to let others know your thoughts and ideas about chapter administration. | still very much 
hope that will happen. Don't be shy about writing as many times as you care to do so! If you don’t want to have your name or chapter 
name or number appear in print, I will respect your wishes. I would much rather give your work and your chapter some meager recognition, 
though, so think it over. Above all, don’t assume that others are really not interested in what your are doing; that's wrong! In fact, it’s 
quite likely that one or more chapters in QCWA will be looking for the very information or idea you have to offer. 


A couple of comments from you have bemoaned the fact that your chapter is a low budget operation, and your expenses are getting out 
of control. Believe me, I know the feeling, and you should not feel alone! The “Force” is with you. But there are some things you can do, 
or at least suggest be done to your chapter officers and members. From an income point of view, you probably should think twice before 
soliciting some wealthy individual or estate to bequeath a large sum to your chapter. Although the very attractive, non-profit, tax free 
status has been awarded to QCWA under the Internal Revenue Service Code of 1954, as amended, (specifically Section 501(c)(3)), that 
subsidy does not automatically apply to chapters of QCWA. In fact, there are likely no chapters of QCWA that would qualify for such 
preferential treatment. Let's face it: chapters are social organizations, and lots of us find that most enjoyable. Large income may mean 
crossing a threshold, after which you are honored by an IRS invitation to file a tax return for your chapter, because your income exceeded 
the guideline. So maybe your low-budget operation isn't so bad after all! Do you feel any better? Ifnot, check with a local tax practitioner 
and see what your chapter maximum level of income is before a tax return is required. Find out also how complex the return may be, 
and what the tax rates are. With this information, you may be ina position to arrange with your chapter's philanthropic friends for smaller 
contributions! 


Another area of income, frequently the only one, is chapter dues. Determine with the help of your chapter members and officers what 
your chapter is planning to do differently next year, and what the resultant financial implications are. Do some budgeting. If your chap- 
ter dues are about the right amount, pursuant to chapter popular opinion, more members, of course, should increase income. Maybe 
each of your chapter members would rather recruit one new member, in the first month or quarter of 1991, than pay increased chapter 
dues. The idea may be worthy of consideration. Once the income is generally fixed, you need to take a look at your expenditures last year, 
and what innovative things you can do to reduce the drain on income. There are several things to consider. 


Many chapters meet at least three or four times a year for fun, food and fellowship, The fun and the fellowship cost very little; not so with 
the food.’ If you meet and have the meal catered, your chapter may be involved in paying a restaurant a fixed amount based upon the 
number of members, spouses and guests who said they would attend. Then, so goes the scenario, the head count does not arrive and 
the chapter ends up paying the tab. With many experiences of this nature, the chapter coffers are quickly emptied. If this description 
is too familiar, there are some suggestions. Stay away from the places which “specialize” in large groups. Their business may be too good 
to help your problem. Frequently, another restaurant with less restrictive requirements can be located, and will be willing to work with 
you. A large group of happy customers frequently means repeat business, as large groups tell other large groups. Another suggestion 
before you consider some fast food joint for a chapter meeting, is to change the arrangements so the restaurant receives your best estimate 
of attenders, then issues individual meal tickets. Set the minimum amount, if there even needs to be one, with the management and 
include a fixed gratuity per ticket. Consider soliciting your members for suggestions of other possible meeting locations. Maybe you will 
want to change the meeting location now and then. 


So far as your chapter financial] institution is concerned, is your account set up under an eleemosynary category? Frequently such 
accounts are free from those disagreeable monthly service charges. If your present bank can't or won't classify your chapter in such a 
manner to escape the draining monthly service charges, shop around for another bank. There are quite a few, really, which are just as 
protected and safe, frequently smaller with less overhead, and thus able to meet your needs. 


If you pay $20 to $30 for printed checks, that's too much! If you are charged $10, that's still too much! If you are interested in a very 
fine source for printed checks which meet all ABA standards, including MICR coding, thus are acceptable to financial institutions, please 
feel free to send an large SASE to the address below. A brochure will be sent by return mail to all chapters which include an SASE. My 
chapter just received a supply of these checks, and for several years | have been using them for my personal account. The cost to your 
chapter will be $2.95 for 200 checks, while these special-price brochures last, then $4.95 for 200, First come, first served. Chapters only, 
please. What other suggestions can you make, from your chapter experience, to assist other chapters in either increasing income or 
lowering expenses? Please drop me a line for our next issue. 


Another matter of extreme interest this time of year, is the QCWA Annual Report, and audit of the Member Information Report, both of 
which MUST be at Headquarters in Irving by December 31. 1990, or your chapter risks being placed in an inactive category. ; 


Let’s all do a very thorough job this year on both tasks: Completing the Annual Report to give the most favorable status possible for our 
chapter...and auditing the accuracy of the member roster. Both jobs are very important. Consult the Winter Issue of the QCWA Journal 
for 1989 (Volume 38, No. 4) for further information, or write to the address below for helpful hints. Above all, please don't just sent your 
roster to Headquarters and expect them to do this checking for you. Headquarters personnel just don't have time to do this. Furthermore, 

you are the one with the records for your chapter, and truly are the expert in this matter. Good Luck.

THE PIONEERS. - VI 


In 1894, Heinrich Hertz, whoin the 1880's had demonstrated the existence 
of radio waves, died at the tragically early age of 37. Among the readers of 
his obituary was a 20-year old Italian, Guglielmo Marconi. 


Marconi came from a comfortably well off family. His father was a silk 
merchant in Bologna, and his mother was English-Irish. He didn’t show 
much aptitude as a merchant and had relatively little formal education. 
However, be became associated with Professor Righi of the University. 
Righi, like most other physicists of his day, was fascinated by the recent 
work of Hertz. Asa scientist Righi had little or no interest in the practical 
application of Hertzian waves, but had built some equipment including an 
improved spark oscillator. 


Marconi was fascinated by the phenomenon and became convinced that 
it had practical possibilities. Righi’s oscillator and newly invented coherer 
detector provided improved technology. 


Apparently the elder Marconi was not impressed with Guglielmo’s proj- 
ect and was not interested in providing his son with financial support. 
After all, the previous experiments had transmitted over very short range 
at what we would call VHF and UHF frequencies. Nothing much was know 
about such factors as antenna design. 


To get financial support Marconi had to demonstrate a greater distance 
capability. In 1896 he went to England, and succeeded in getting such 
support by use of his mother’s family connections. He was successful also 
in the backing of the head of the British Postal system. 


He put together a system using a vertical antenna, spark and coherer and 
obtained his first patent in 1896. Like many another radio inventor he had 
patent controversies. He was engaged for many years in a lawsuit with 
Nikola Tesla, who claimed to have anticipated many of Marconi’s ideas. 
The suit was finally settled in Tesla‘s favor in 1943 after both men were 
dead. 


It is interesting to take a look at the state of the art in the late 90’s. Early in 
the decade there was little interest in practical operations. In 1892 Oliver 
Lodge, the famous British physicist became interested in Hertzian waves. 
It seems his earlier interest was aroused by the problem of why lightning 
rods did not always work. He developed the concept of reactance and 
tuning. He needed a practical detector, and fortunately the coherer was 
invented about this time by a Frenchman, Branley. It consisted of loose 
metal filings in a tube, and when an electromagnetic signal was passed 
through the tube, the filing cohered. It was clumsy, of course, and itneeded 
to be tapped mechanically for the filings to uncohere. Nobody knew why 
it worked, but it did - after a fashion. 


About the same time the idea of a tuned circuit for frequency discrimina- 
tion became practical. Obviously a spark signal splashed all over the place, 
frequency-wise. Lodge had published his first article on tuning in 1892 and 
patented the idea in 1897. In his early days Marconi was not too interested 
in tuning; he was using lumped inductance in transmitter and receiver 
circuits, 


However, by 1896 when Marconi took out his first patent, means of 
practical wireless communication were available. These included (1) a 
spark oscillator (2) the dipole antenna (3) the coherer detector (4) Tuned 
circuits. 


At the same time that Marconi was carrying out his demonstrations of 
wireless communication over greater and greater distances, Popov was 
doing something very similar in Russia. In March, 1896 he sent waves 
between buildings in St Petersburg, and by 1899 had communicated over 


perhaps a dozen miles. There is not doubt that Marconi wasa year or soahead 
of him; however, the Russians consider him the father of radio and there is 
agreement on his achievements. 


Meanwhile Marconi had established his Wireless company. He had demon- 
strated the practicality of wireless communication to isolated points and to 
ships at sea both commercial and Navy. He had an almost perfect monopoly 
on wireless. at first his company emphasized manufacture of equipment, but 
came to realize that the profits resulted from services in the transmission of 
messages. Fora time, Marconi company operators refused to take messages 
from other company operators. It was not until 1908 that the International 
Conference of Wireless at Sea eliminated this practice. 


Technical innovation continued. Most data were empirical. There was no 
theory on antennas, propagation, or transmission liens. There was little 
understanding of tuning, which was not all that important as long as there 
were few transmitters, even tho spark is inherently broad-frequency. 


From the data, it was concluded that for adequate communication, one 
needed larger antennas, longer wavelength and higher power. It was 
thought for a time that the curvature of the earth limited communication 
distance. 


These were considerations as Marconi sought to send wireless signals across 
the north Atlantic. Success might lead to a system economically competitive 
tocable. Sohesetupa high power (25 kW) transmitter in Poldhu, in Cornwall 
and a receiver near St. Johns in Newfoundland. Transmitter frequency was 
a nominal 800 kHz. After considerable experimenting, particularly with 
antennas the three dots of the letter ‘s’ were picked up. There are still those 
who think that the received signal may have been a harmonic (say 3 or 4th), 
actually transmitted by ionospheric reflection. 


In 1902 the concept of the ionosphere was suggested independently by 
Kennelly, an American engineer, and Heaviside, a British physicist. How- 
ever, practical understanding of the reflective layers role in communications 
was not clear until at least 20 years later. Incidentally, amateurs had a great 
influence on exploring “200 Meters and Down”. 


Wireless communication was not yet reliable enough to threaten transatlan- 
tic cable successfully. A very important use of course, was to ships at sea such 
as the Titanic, whose Marconi operator, after handling emergency traffic, 
went down with the ship, 


For point to point communication Marconi tried higher power, bigger and 
higher antennas, and lower and lower frequencies. For example, he installed 
a station in Ireland with 300 kW, operating at 6000 meters wavelength and an 
antenna with 11 wires a mile long and similar ground wires. 


It was not immediately apparent that this was the wrong road, and that the 
solution lay in higher frequencies and ionosphere communication. Later 
Marconi became intensely interested in developing these frequencies, as well 
as VHF and UHF. , 


He grew rich and famous, received the Nobel Prize and died in 1937 full of 
honors. I am sure he particularly relished those days in the 1890’s when he 
laid the foundations of radio as we know it.

The refreshing letter by Hugh Winter, WSHD, “Some Thoughts 
on the Amateur Service” in the Fall, 1990 QCWA Journal 
hit a responsive chord. He stated so eloquently what few of 
us old-timers have been willing to admit: 


1. Ham radio cannot be touted as a means towards 
developing a pool of skilled technicians and operators in the 
National interest. It no longer can do that job. Repair of 
black boxes used today require technical skills far beyond 
the capabilities and interest of virtually all hams... . today 
when a transceiver fails, it goes back to Kenwood or Icom 


for repair. 


2. Ham radio code transmission is at best a secondary or 
tertiary link in emergency situations. Communications is 
best handled by telephone. Mr. Winter doubts that ham 
participation in disaster is really all that significant. I agree 
with him. It makes good press to describe how a ham 
contact was made after an earthquake struck, or hurricane 
hit, but there are other ways and usually more reliable 
ways to communicate in disaster situations.

3. The roll of Ham Radio in building international good will 
is overstated. Any communication between peoples does 
improve one’s awareness, but the exchange of strength 
reports on signals to Bolivia, for example, really doesn't do 
much for their outlook on the respective countries by the 
recipients, 


Let's be honest with ourselves. Ham radio is but one 
conduit, among many others, to commit youngsters to the 
excitement of science and engineering as careers. If the 
pre-teenager can be shown that the orderliness of mathe- 
matics and the knowledge of the physical principles can be 
enjoyed just for themselves, a route to a better way of life 
may be opened, 


Like Mr. Winter, ham radio has been good to me. Over the 
years it has been a wonderful hobby. I've made some fine 
friends. But it is not a panacea. Should I fail to convice 
some youngster to try to master five words per minute of 
Morse code, perhaps instead, I can get him to learn how to 
boot a floppy disk, or copy a file. If] can do this, then I may 
go deeper and explain what happens when he strikes a key 
and the computer's operating system takes over. 


And science education need not necessarily involve radio, 
or computers. Biology or chemistry or physics and the phi- 
losophy underlying these fields will do just fine. Education 
of the very young is, as Mr, Winter advises, the way for us 
to go.

SUBTLE APPROACH INDICATED?

Occasionally a stranger will check into a net, sometimes 
after net control asks if there are any late check-ins or 
visitors waiting. After initial contact he is invariably asked 
ifhe is amember of QCWA. Ifhe says no, heis immediately 
told that the net is for members of QCWA. He might as well 
have been told right then that he is not welcome as a non- 
member. Then, almost in the same breath he is asked if 
he would like to be sent a membership application. At this 
point he senses that his check-in was a mistake. He 
realizes he would have to join an organization about which 
he knows nothing if he wants to talk on the net. Not 
wanting to offend, he says he would like to have an appli- 
cation, says goodbye and is on his way. The probability is 
great he will not be heard from again. 


Wouldn't it make more sense to accept him as a guest 
without mentioning membership, put him on the air and 
let him tell you something about himself? In this way you'll 
probably learn, without asking, if he is a QCWA member 
and, if not, whether he is eligible for membership. You will 
also get an inkling as to whether he would make a 
desirable member. I am amazed at how quickly we invite 
anyone/everyone to join our ranks. After he talks, net 
control should draw him out in a one-on-one basis and 
find out things he didn't mention during his transmission. 
This will make him feel welcome and provide more infor- 
mation about him. If he is a QCWA member, or eligible to 
become one, invite him back to the next session of the net. 
He may never show up again but if he does you havea good 
chance of gaining a new member. Then would be the time 
to invite him to join and to send him an application. 


As Secretary-Treasurer I sent many applications to non- 
members who stumbled onto our net. I don’t remember 
one of them joining our chapter. I think we needed to be 
more subtle about how we approached the matter. Let him 
join you fora short period and decide for himself if your net 
and QCWA is his cup of tea. 


Editors Comment: This seems to me to be a good proce- 
dure. In the case of large nets where check-in time is 
excessive, simply accept all who call in, assign a number 
without reference to membership in QCWA, then when it is 
their turn follow the procedure Bob has set out above.

Many QCWA members are not physicists, or electronic wizards, and for them we would like to talk a minute about the familiar 
condenser. All of us old-timers are familiar with many types of condensers in use - variables, mica, tubular, silver mica, electrolytics, 
etc. Radio as we have known it would be impossible without condensers. For this reason we thought we'd talk a little about the early 
scientists, to whom the condenser provided a real challenge to determine how and why it did what it did! 


Not necessarily first, but early, in 1645, the forerunner of the modern condenser, called a Leyden Jar, was invented. Von Kliest, 
of Germany had found that if a jar were held in one hand, and a quantity of mercury poured into the jar and then a nail placed In the 
mercury, and a charge put into the nail, a real whopper of a shock would be realized if the nail were touched with the hand not holding 
the jar. He went further and placed the jar on a table, put the mercury, nail and electric charge and nothing happened. 


While this work was going on at Leyden an experimenter tried the experiment using water in the jar, rather than mercury. When 
he touched the nail he was knocked to the floor. It is said that the publicity and excitement surrounding this experiment is the reason 
for the name, Leyden Jar, 


In 1748 Benjamin Franklin put together an experiment that demonstrated where the electricity went when it was connected to the 
nail. Previous to his work it was believed that the element fire was soaked up by the water and was therefore in the jar. If that were 
sO, reasoned Franklin, the water soaked electricity could be poured into a different jar. Trying that experiment he found that simply 
charging a jar with water, then pouring the charged water into another jar simply didn't work. The second jar was as dead as a door- 
nail. 


Where then was the electricity? Hot on the scent, Franklin then took a plain sheet of glass, instead of a jar, and placed a sheet of 
lead plate on each side of the plate of glass. When he charged this condenser, he found that he could discharge it with an attendant 
spark, just as with the familiar jar-type condenser. With the insight given to so few, Franklin charged the condenser and then removed 
the glass plate. There was no charge on the metal plates, and touching any point of the glass plate he could detect a slight prickling 
shock. The electric charge was on the two surfaces of the glass, and the function of the conducting plates was merely to electrically 
connect the large surface of the glass. 


We know now that the process of charging causes an elastic strain in the glass (dielectric) placed between two conductors. The 
capacity of a condenser to store a charge is dependent upon the characteristics of the dielectric. Two plates of metal separated by 
a sheet of glass will have 4 to 8 times the capacity of the two plates separated by air. 


The condenser acts as a storage tank. The amount of charge it can hold is not fixed, but varies with the pressure used to charge 
it. Hf too much charge is forced in (by high voltage) the dielectric may break down and puncture, destroying the condenser, 


One measure of quality of a condenser is its ability to store and maintain a charge. All dielectrics leak, some more than others. 
Variable air condensers leak too, the greatest leakage occurs at the sharp edges of the metal plates in the form of a brush discharge 
because of the tiny sharp points occurring along the feather edges of the metal plates. 


Lest you ask, condensers with a vacuum for dielectric, or air, also condense but, the analysis is different. Next time we'll talk a 
little about that!

NEVER, under any circumstance, acknowledge to anyone that you are receiving what appears to be malicious 
interference. Simply work aroundit, orsign out of your contact but, NEVER indicate that you are experiencing interference. 
Hf their activity is not acknowledged, it is possible that they will discontinue causing interference. 


To me, this is the cowards way out of a nasty situation. | would rather butt heads directly but, that tends to indicate we 
would like to "get even"... . and would likely agitate those causing the problem to even greater efforts to interfere. Why 
don't we all try it - No matter how much you are agitated by interference, do not, EVER mention it on the air. 


A few months of this sort of action just might clean up the situation. But, remember, the looney ones are just like 
alcoholics. They are never cured, just in remission, just afew break-downs of your resolve would probably undo all of the 
good done by months of holding back. If we undertake this passive action, it must be forever. The possible good might 
make it worth it!

EDITORS COMMENT 


In recent months we have spoken of the prevalence of malicious interference. interference caused by persons with severe 
personality problems. Our comments were to the effect that QCWA might be able to mount a really effective corps of men 
and women skilled as using direction finding procedures by which offenders could be identified. We did not go beyond 
identification, believing that if offenders were identified that they might drop their illegal activities. 


We were hauled over the coals for this opinion - some felt that we were setting ourselves up as “vigilantes” and as such 
would be as bad as those who were causing interference. Others stated that it was dangerous to identify guilty persons, 
since they might take some sort of violent method to “get even”. Others said that there were good and adequate methods 
already in place and establishing a new program or group would be useless. 


We have reached the conclusion that present methods of bringing the malicious interference playboys to justice are 
essentially useless (based on the number of offenders identified and prosecuted). 


It would seem that there may be only one way to get the matter solved. It is our opinion that those who get their kicks 
out of interfering with other communicators are probably maladjusted individuals who, in another age we would have called 
“batty” or suggested that they had a “screw loose”. This sort of individual causes interference to compensate for his own 
inadequacies. To get satisfaction from his activity it is necessary that he knows that his activities are causing trouble. 
Therein lies what may be the best way to handle the matter. Why not, from this day on, make it a hard and fast rule to

NOTIFICATION OF CHANGES IN QCWA BY-LAWS 


At the Kansas City meeting of the Board of Directors, a number of minor changes were made to 
the By-Laws of QCWA. In accordance with Article IX, Section 3, of the By-Laws, any changes 
must be made available to inspection by Membership at least 60 days before they become effec- 
tive. QCWA past practice has been to publish changes in the By-Laws in the QCWA Joumal, and 
then specify that the changes become effective 60 days after the Journal is placed in the U. S. 
Mail Service. 


In compliance with QCWA By-Laws, all changes adopted by the Board have been entered in the 
document and the By-Laws have been brought up to date. They follow on the next three pages of the 
Journal. Since the changes were mostly small, and to save time in attempting to find them, we are 
publishing a direct quotation from the Minutes of the Board Meeting which specify the changes that 
were made:

No officer or director shall receive renumeration for his services in any capacity. This is not to preclude reimbursement for documented 
expenses approved by the President. 


Each officer and director of the Association shall serve for a term of two (2) years or until his successor is duly elected. 
A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be deemed to occur upon the death or resignation of a member or upon his refusal to act.

DUTIES OF OFFICERS

Mailing labels will be supplied at a cost basis as 
determined by the General Manager. 


The General Manager may provide QCWA Publications to persons not qualified for membership, upon receipt of payment of the fees prescribed. 


ARTICLE VI 
NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 


The regular election of officers and five (5) directors shall be held in odd numbered years. Election of five (5) additional directors shall be held in 
even numbered years. 


No member may qualify for nomination to be an officer or director of the Association unless he shall have been a member in good standing 
continuously for more than two (2) years immediately preceding his nomination. 


A nominating committee to select eligible candidates for the office of President, Vice President, Secretary, Treasurer and/or appropriate director 
positions shall be appointed by the President, subject to approval of the Board of Directors, no later than October of the appropriate years. The 
Nominating Committee should report to the Secretary and General Manager by July 31 for approval by the Board and subsequent publication in 


. the next issue of the Journal. The Committee will then be discharged. Nominations made by this Committee shall be announced in the Fall 


issue of the QCWA Journal for the elections the following year along with a call for petitions from the membership for additional nominations. 


Nominations of officer and Director candidates may be submitted by the membership by petition signed by at least 25 members in good standing.

On October 19-21, 1990, AMSAT-NA held it’s annual 
Space Symposium at the Johnson Space Center in Hous- 
ton, TX. Attendance this year was the best ever with 
approximately 225 present. Programs on Friday and 
Sunday were presented at the King’s Inn. Saturday's fea- 
ture programs were presented at the Johnson Space 
Center Visitor Center Auditorium. This years location 
provided attendees an opportunity to see the excellent 
exhibits at the JSC Visitor Center, tour other NASA 
facilities, and see the Johnson Space Center Radio Club 
Station, WSRRR. A full slate of amateur radio satellite 
programs were presented. Topics ranged from “how to get 
started” to technical discussions of current and proposed 
satellites. 


TELEMETRY AND DSP 


This author found the programs presented by Gould 
Smith, WA4SXM, and Jim White, WDOE, particularly 
interesting. Gould’s program “Decoding Telemetry from 
the Amateur Satellites” described types of information 
available from each of the “birds” along with the hardware, 
software, and techniques necessary to obtain and utilize 
the wealth of information available. Gould has written a 
book on the subject which will soon be available from 
AMSAT-NA. With the amount of telemetry currently 
available, an amateur could easily spend all of his time 
with this fascinating facet of the amateur radio satellite 
hobby and never have to talk through the “birds.” 


Jim’s program “Microsat Motion, Stabilization, and Te- 
lemetry (and why we care about it)” provided the best 
insight into the passive stabilization system currently in 
use on the Microsats that I have seen or read. It is truly 
amazing what some magnets and judicious use of a paint 
brush can do. Jim carefully explained how the Microsat 
telemetry could be obtained and processed ito illustrate 
the workings of the passive stabilization system. 


While on the subject of gathering data from satellites, Jeff 
Wallach, NSITU, presented an excellent paper complete 
with pictures titled “Satellite Image Processing for the 
Amateur.” Jeff, chairman of the Dallas Remote Imaging 
Group, is a specialist in obtaining and processing picture 
data from the low, polar orbiting, weather satellites. Sat- 
ellites of this type are the American NOAA series and the 
Soviet Meteor series. Most recently, the Chinese have also 
entered this field. With the technology available today, 
outstanding pictures can be obtained with a modest 
outlay for your ground station. These satellites are not 
amateur radio satellites, but their down link in the 136- 
138 mHz makes them easy for the amateur radio opera- 
tor to find or adapt equipment for use in this band. Again 
this facet has the potential to consume all of your available 
time if you let it. 
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Now for the “glue” to tie all of this together. Bob McGwier, 
N4HY, presented an enlightening paper titled “The Devel- 
opment of 2 DSP Modems.” Bob described how DSP 
Modems are destined to revolutionize communications. 
Their first applications will be aimed at consolidating all of 
the various modems currently required to copy telemetry, 
text, pictures, etc. into one software programmable box. 
With the appropriate software, one box can serve, CW, 
RTTY, ASCII, OSCAR +'{+i13 400 baud PSK, PACKET, PSK 
for the PACSATS, 9600 baud ASCII (UO-14), APT and 
HRPT Picture Transmission, WEFAX, and the list goes on! 
As new modulation techniques develop, new software can 
be written to use the same box again and again. Through 
use of Fast Fourier Transform (FFT) techniques, the box 
can also be used to perform Spectrum Analysis, and copy 
signals deep into noise that would mask the signals from 
the human ear. All of this sounds “too good to be true;” 
however, at least one manufacturer is currently shipping 
units and more will follow by the first of 1991. With your 
radio, DSP Modem, and Personal Computer you will truly 
be able to “Work the World.” 


All of this sounds rather complex, but the technology is 
here to make all of this “plug and play.” Don’t let it scare 
you off! The challenge of using these new techniques and 
devices can be just as rewarding as DXCC, Public Service, 
and other facets of our hobby. The “plug and play” opera- 
tor is needed to fully develop. the uses for these new 
devices. DSP techniques will revolutionize modes like 
Moon Bounce making them accessible to many more 
amateur radio operators. 


PHASE IID 


Dr. Karl Meinzer, DJ4ZC, presented plans for the develop- 
ment of a Phase IIID satellite as an international coopera- 
tive effort. Karl also made a presentation to the AMSAT- 
NA Board of Directors soliciting the participation of AMSAT- 
NA in this project. Timing for this project would be such 
that Phase IIID could serve as a replacement for AO-13 
upon it’s untimely demise now predicted to occur in late 
1996 or early 1997. The principle goal for Phase IIID is the 
production ofa high altitude satellite with 10-15 dB better 
link performance than the current “birds,” AO- 10 and AO- 
13. If this goal is achieved, ground station requirements 
to work the “bird” will be greatly reduced. The AMSAT-NA 
Board of Directors voted to support this project to the 
fullest extent possible. Dick Jansson, WD4FAB, outlined 
how the technology developed for the AMSAT-NA Phase IV 
project could be utilized in the Phase IIID effort. Work has 
been stopped on the Phase IV project due to projected 
financial difficulties with the project. 


MANNED SPACE ACTIVITIES 
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Ron Parise, WA4SIR, the ASTRO-1 payload specialist 
scheduled for the Shuttle Columbia STS-35 mission had 
planned to report on the STS-35 mission results. Due to 
persistent Hydrogen leaks, the STS-35 mission still has 
not flown. Instead of the results, Ron gave us new insight 
into the mission (now expected to fly in December, 1990) 
and how all of its elements play together. Lou McFadin, 
WS5SDID, described the SAREX hardware and the “trials 
and tribulations” he and others went through to get the 
equipment approved for use on the Shuttle. Some actual 
SAREX hardware was on display. Ron and Lou added new 
dimensions to the manned space efforts and the SAREX 
missions in particular. 


WEBERSAT 


A trio of students from Weber State University of Ogden, 
Utah, led by Steve Jackson, WD8QCN, presented “WEBER- 
SAT Operations and Experiment Results.” This three part 
presentation focused on operation of the WEBERSAT com- 
mand station, status of the picture taking efforts, and 
status of other experiments on board WEBERSAT. It is 
very refreshing to see and hear about the efforts of these 
bright students. We need many more like them to con- 
tinue the traditions of our hobby, WEBERSAT pictures 
from space still require a good imagination for +*(+iproper 
interpretation; however, the pictures have improved and 
the “hands on” participation in downloading and re-con- 
struction of the pictures is gratifying. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Many other papers were presented on a variety of subjects 
ranging from AMSAT Operations through Orbital Data 
and Predictions and on to future projects. One has to 
attend a meeting of this kind to feel the full impact; 
however, a better appreciation can be obtained through 
reading a copy of “The AMSAT Space Symposium Proceed- 
ings” available from AMSAT-NA. Last but not least, an ex- 
cellent Texas Bar-B-Que Dinner was served at the JSC 
Employee's Recreation Center on Saturday evening. Din- 
ner was followed by the AMSAT-NA Annual Meeting, 
awards, and prize drawing. On Sunday afternoon, Davy 
Blaschke, W5UN, hosted a gathering at his QTH to view 
the World's largest two meter Moon Bounce array. Al- 
though I did not get to attend, I understand that those 
present were treated to a live demonstration of “arm chair 
copy” two meter EME communication. Dave was pre- 
sented with and award for his efforts in the rescue of DOVE 
last Spring. 


MICROSAT STATUS 


Through the efforts of Jeff Ward, GO/KOKA, Harold Price, 
NK6K, Bob McGwier, N4HY, and others the “Flying Elec- 
tronic Mailboxes” are now available on UO-14, AO-16, and 
LO-19. Jeff and Harold have spent countless hours devel- 
oping the new and innovative software involved. Initial 
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testing was accomplished on UO-14 with it's 9600 baud 
data rate to speed up the operation. The code was then 
ported over to AO- 16 and LO-19 with minor modifications 
due to differences in the architecture. For ease of software 
development, both the Uosats and the Microsats share the 
same processors and operating system. “Tweaking” of the 
software loads is still going on. Activity is picking up on 
ground station software development. Initial releases for 
testing of preliminary packages have been made. The first 
release to the user community should be out by the time 
you read this. These initial releases will be in the Public 
Domain and are intended to get people on the new “birds” 
and familiar with their operation. Later releases of “all- 
singing-all-dancing” software will be distributed through 
AMSAT Software Exchange in a manner similar to the 
Orbital Prediction Programs. DOVE is still awaiting full 
checkout of the file handler software in use on the rest of 
the Microsats before it will be able to operate in a packet 
bulletin board mode and before activation of the long 
awaited digital voice capability. 


RUDAK-2/RS- 14 


Current information says that RUDAK-2/RS- 14 will launch 
on about Nov. 29, 1990. This German transponder aboard 
a Russian spacecraft will provide additional digital capa- 
bility utilizing current PACSAT techniques along with 
some totally new modulation techniques. The Russian 
built linear translator will be available but low usage is 
anticipated. Launch of this new “bird” before the end of 
the year will bring the 1990 total to eight new Amateur 
Radio Satellites. 


SUMMARY 


This year, 1990, has truly been the “Year of the Amateur 
Radio Satellites.” We should finish the year with seven 
new operational satellites and plans for several more. We 
are undergoing a transition to the “digital birds” and 
should be planning to learn how to most effectively utilize 
these “birds” in this Wonderful World of Amateur Radio 
Satellites. Try your hand at telemetry capture and study. 
Many enjoyable hours can be spent in this subset of 
satellite operation. I still need to finish equipping my own 
station for effective use of the digital satellites. By the time 
I complete the kits and hook-ups! currently have on hand, 
it will be time to get involved with the new DSP technology.

ECHOES OF THE 
BRONX RADIO CLUB

The Fall QCWA Journal brought back pleasant memories 
for me - The Bronx Radio Club met in Frank's (Frimmer- 
man, W2FZ) cellar/clubhouse every Friday night for many 
years. Three generations of hams were represented in 
most meetings space. The photographs on the walls, faded 
by cigarette and cigar smoke showed a vivid history of 
radio and the people involved. When one of us smart-alek 
kids would ask Frank if he ever had hair on his head, he'd 
point to the picture of himself alongside one of the twenty- 
kilowatt spark stations he worked at and tell us of wild 
parasitics. Somehow, the way he told a story would never 
fail to impress the teenage crowd. Frank was not one for 
pranks; any time one of us would threaten a pillow-fight, 
the wrath ofIshtar would descend from Frank's corner. We 
kids knew just what buttons to push to get Frank excited. 


We didn’t do much operating from the clubhouse stations 
in the 1960's because the doublet antenna blew down and 
Frank wasn’t enthusiastic about getting it fixed. We did 
run code practice on the Novice bands and six meters 
using the paper tape reader in the back room and even 
made some six meter AM contacts once in a while. Mostly 
the younger set hung out in the operating area while the 
OT's argued with Frank up front. Everybody got together 
about eleven o'clock to drive up to Yonkers for pancakes, 
with the older guys giving the younger set rides. Most of 
us teens would have to hoof it around the Bronx, or up to 
the Jerome Avenue El to make the meetings. 


Frank was made Trustee of the Bronx High School of 
Science Radio Club in 1963. Adubious honor fora guy like 
Frank who referred to us as “Smart Aleks.” But we knew 
Frank for the pioneer and gentleman he was. His particu- 
larly singular outlook on life and our hobby certainly 
affected my life, as well as the hundreds of others who 
crossed his path.
